This holds true in all of life. Those who hide and 
fear to be known can never succeed. Do not become a 
nonentity but dare to take your stand—not as a hiding, 
trembling weakling; but let the world know who you are, 
what you are, and for what you stand. Do not try to 
become an anonymity, a voice without a name, but be- 
come a person, and let your praises and your protests 
carry the weight and impact of your entire person.

has made great progress in the last three and 

one-half years. Of course, this is all to be credited 
to the faithfulness and hard work of the ministers in 
the state. 

Twenty-seven new churches have been organized dur- 
ing this period and a number of our smaller churches 
strengthened. We have either purchased or built 27 new 
parsonages and 62 new church buildings, many of which 
are nice brick plants complete with Sunday School facili- 
ties. In addition to these, we have built 18 Sunday School 
plants. I think this is one of the finest building programs 
that I have seen: promoted in a long time. 

In addition to all of this, we have made a net in- 
crease in membership of 2,155. At present, we have 210 
churches with a total membership of 14,251, 199 Y.P.E.’s, 
and 222 Sunday Schools. 

I would also like to report on our new campground 
which was purchased only three years ago. We were able 
to acquire 37 and one-half acres facing Highway 11 
between Cleveland and Chattanooga, the purchase price 
being $35,000. The tabernacle, which is constructed of 
brick, block, and steel, and is completely fireproof, is one 
of the largest in the movement. The camp site includes 
a nice dining room, refreshment stand, rest rooms, swim- 
ming pool and so forth. This is all valued at $150,000, 
and we have an indebtedness of only $45,000. 

At the time we came to the state, to my knowledge, 
there had never been a youth camp or summer school 
conducted in Tennessee. We now have one of the most 
thriving youth camps which had an attendance of. 500 
last year. We are now under way with two units of 
dormitory space for the youth camp. 

One would think that all this building program and 
expansion in general would curtail our missions endeav- 
ors, but, not true. We abandoned all quotas in our first 
ministers’ meeting on coming to the state. Some felt 
that we were taking a long swing to the left and that 
we would fail utterly in our missions endeavor; instead, 
we increased from $10,629.22 to an average of more 
than $27,000 each year for our state missions. It has 
always been my conviction that this is God’s program 
and if we will take off all the strings and give God 
a chance He will touch the hearts of His people and 
they will help support the great cause of missions. 

We are trying to make the Church of God better 
known throughout Tennessee by distributing our church 
publications. The state is sending a roll of LIGHTED 
PATHWAYS and EVANGELS to all the penal institutions, 
all the larger and better known hospitals, and sending 
copics for the reading room of the Y.M.C.A., Y.W.C.A., 
and all the Veterans’ Hospitals throughout the state. 

I have never worked in a state in all of my life where 
the ministers have more consideration, congeniality, an 
fellowship, than they have in the state of Tennessee. 
I have never seen one bit of contention among them in 
a state ministers’ meeting or prayer conference. I think

of England, is the proud mother of states and 

statesmen. From her original territory eight states 
were carved, and her famous sons are many. Here was 
the first permanent English settlement in America and 
here was the first representative assembly in the new 
world. The State ‘Capitol at Richmond is the home of 
the oldest continuous legislative body in America. Wash- 
ington’s home is at Mount Vernon; Monticello, Thomas 
Jefferson’s home, is at Charlottesville; the Moore House, 
where Cornwallis surrendered in 1781, is in Yorktown, 
and Lee surrendered in 1865 at Appomattox. Virginia 
is rich in history, historical shrines, scenic attractions 
and natural wonders. 

There are 96 local congregations of the great Church 
of God with a membership of 5,233; 99 Sunday Schools 
with a total attendance of 27,418 a month; 88 Y.P.E.’s 
with a total attendance of 18,387 a month and 86 
L.W.W.B.’s in Virginia. 

At this time, there is a building program on in the 
state. The following churches have built a new church 
build:‘ng or remodeled the old one: Pulaski, West Dan- 
ville, South Boston, Portsmouth, Newport News, Virginia 
Beach, Charlottesville, Staunton, Centerview, Plasterco, 
Shorts Creek, Bristol, Glenrock, Rocky Mount, Fairlee, 
Richland, Cliffview, Hillsville, Monarat, Wards Gap, Chase 
City, Pickett’s Chapel, Mountain View and Parrott. 


The following churches have built or purchased new 
parsonages: Pulaski, Bluefield, Alexandria, Plasterco, 
Staunton, Dante, Charlottesville, Pembroke, Glamorgan, 
Franklin, Big Rock, North Danville, Portsmouth, Nortons- 
ville, Hillsville and South Richmond. 

Virginia has, just recently, purchased a 45-acre camp 
Site located on highway 117 about 2 miles from the 
city limits of Roanoke. It is about a 10-minute drive 
from highway 11 north of Roanoke to Motorists’ Paradise 
where a Howard Johnson’s restaurant, Hitching Post 
Motel, Traveltown and a number of other nice motels 
and restaurants are located. This is as good a location 
for a camp site as could be found anywhere. Plans are 
to start development in the near future. 

Some of the churches in the coal section have been 
hard hit financially. However, the Lord is blessing in 
a marvelous way and churches are being organized in 
different sections of the state that do not have to de- 
pend on the coal industry. 

The future looks bright for the Church of God in 
Virginia; and, by the help of the Lord, we expect this 
to be a banner year because our people here are as 
good as the best who could be found anywhere. Too, 
Virginia has some of the hardest working, loyal Church 
of God preachers that you could find throughout the 
Church; therefore, we look forward to greater things 
for the Church of God in this state.

active work in the state of Kentucky. The Church 

continued to increase under the leadership of 
various overseers, with headquarters in Somerset, Ken- 
tucky, for many years. In 1945, the State Headquarters 
was moved to Lexington, Kentucky. In 1947, a camp 
site was purchased five miles from the heart of Lexing- 
ton on U. S. Highway 25, south. It now has a nice 
tabernacle, cafeteria, concession stand, state offices and 
cottages. The state owns a nice state parsonage at 141 
Burnett Avenue, in Lexington, as well as the camp- 
ground; and all our state debt, except one small payment, 
is paid. 

God has blessed the work of the Church of God in 
Kentucky and we now have 5,487 members, 117 churches, 
109 pastors, 165 ministers, 128 Sunday Schools, 119 Y.P.E.’s 
and 85 Ladies’ Willing Workers’ Bands. The ministers 
and members have been very active in supporting the 
missions and orphanage cause, along with the general 
church program. 


Since the last General Assembly our membership has 
increased 245; we have organized 14 new churches, 29 
new Sunday Schools (last year Kentucky tied for first 
place in the nation in organizing new Sunday Schools, 
according to information from the National Youth Of- 
fice); organized 11 Y.P.E.’s; and the Ladies’ Willing Work- 
ers’ Bands have raised $45,732.66. 


Our churches have built 22 new church buildings and 
have acquired four through organizing new churches; 
they have erected five parsonages and bought five, mak- 
ing a total of 10 new parsonages since the Assembly. 

For the month of October, 1955, the tithe of tithes 
to the State Office reached an all-time high of $1,959.45, 
and the total since the Assembly is $27,808.63. 


Kentucky has increased missions interest by conducting 
rallies in local churches and supporting building pro- 
jects in the foreign missions fields, paying for several 
donkeys and bicycles for native ministers, paying the way 
for several nationals to attend school, and supporting 
individuals on the missions field. 


Kentucky has enjoyed outstanding fellowship and har- 
mony among the ministers and laity, and plans for 
extensive Sunday School and Youth work along with the 
annual youth camp are outlined for the spring and 
summer. Also, we have an evangelistic program in each 
local church with the emphasis on personal, Sunday 
School and general church soul-winning. By the help 
of the Lord, we expect this state, by the time of the

a fine group of ministers and members as we have 

in the state of West Virginia. Harmony and fellow- 
ship exist among our ministers, and that is the reason 
we are making progress for the Church of God. 

We are now in the midst of some great revivals. There 
are good reports that many are being saved. For example, 
while writing this, I received a report of twelve joining 
the Church in one revival and, in another part of the 
state, 34 were saved, 20 baptized in water, and 15 
added to the local church and the revival is still in 
progress.

Since the Assembly, our membership has shown a nice 
increase. ‘The tithes sent to the State Office have in- 
creased, and this means that our pastors are living 
better. Our missions goal for this year is $25,000 and 
we feel that, through the fine cooperation of our splen- 
did staff of district pastors along with the loyal group 
of pastors and Brother Nance, our State Missions Rep- 
resentative, the job will be easy. We have purchased 
the film “Rajammah” for Brother Nance to use through- 
out the state, and we think this great film will be very 
helpful to us in reaching our goal. 

Several new churches have been organized since the 
Assembly. Some nice church buildings have been erected. 
These, as well as several new parsonages either being 
built or purchased, have increased our property value 
in the state. 

The youth of our state are working hard under the 
leadership of a fine young man, Hollis L. Green, who is 
now sponsoring a state-wide contest to break all previous 
records in both Sunday School and Y.P.E. attendance.

OF TRAVEL MIRACLES

HE WORD MIRACLE which is 

used to describe a supernatural 

occurrence or act, also defines 
any other event or incident that 
comes under the classification of mar- 
vels or wonders. I believe that I can 
truthfully say that it was truly won- 
derful how the Lord opened the way 
and provided the means for me to 
make my last missionary tour that 
lasted five months. During that time 
I saw a little of thirty-four countries 
belonging to four of the main conti- 
nents, including Europe, Asia, and 
Africa, which increased the number 
of countries and colonies visted to one 
hundred and ten. 


A Faith Venture 


This venture into the world of faith 
by a 61-year-old man was not a light 
undertaking, by any means; “But my

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God shall supply all your needs accord- 
ing to his riches in glory by Christ 
Jesus,” Philippians 4:19. And, as the 
Apostle Paul said, “I can do all things 
through Christ which strengtheneth 
me,” Philippians 4:13. Reasonably 
large donations were received from the 
local chureh in East Los Angeles, Cali- 
fornia, where I had been pastoring for 
the last four years, also, from the 
State Board of California, when I re- 
signed as a member, and from the 
General Board of Foreign Missions—all 
in the form of love offerings, as no one 
had promised any help. However, pro- 
portionate amounts were received from 
individual members and friends of the 


. Church in California, usually in small 


denominations. For example, I had to 
take about fifty dollars worth of 
immunization shots, administered by 
three different doctors (typhus, yellow

fever, typhoid, cholera and so forth 
required for overseas travel) and none 
of them charged anything for his ser- 
vices. The last doctor that treated me 
handed me a ten dollar bill to apply 
on the expenses of my trip. The two 
local papers gave me a nice write-up, 
and, at the last, a fairly steady stream 
of visitors started coming to the house 
with their offerings and good wishes. 
Too, it was marvelous how God moved 
on the hearts of various consular 
officials and caused them to react 
favorably to my requests for pass- 
port visas, entry and exit permits for 
the different countries. I reasoned in 
this way and said, “If I do no more 
than stir up the faith of our younger 
ministers by this faith venture I feel 
that the trip will not have been in 
vain.” 
Our Itinerary 


After traveling by bus from Los 
Angeles to Montreal, Canada, we 
boarded the 26,000-ton Canadian Pa- 
cific flagship, Empress of Scotland, 
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Brother Ingram as he was boarding the 
bus for Montreal, Quebec. 


for the British Isles, stopping briefly 
in Greenock, Scotland, on the Firth 
of Clyde. On arriving at Liverpool, 
England, we boarded another steamer 
for North Ireland, landing in Belfast. 
While in Ireland, I was the guest of 
the Irish Churches of God that teach 
prophecy and healing with Pentecostal 
emphasis, as outlined in the Holy 
Scriptures, stressing the fact Christ 
is All. They were in a revival at the 
Belfast assembly with a missionary 
from India, and.I recall to mind the 
night that a 94-year-old woman came 
to the altar, backslidden and sick in 
body. She was marvelously healed and 
reclaimed after which she grabbed the 
missionary brother by both hands and 
the two of them danced about for 
quite a time under the anointing of 
the Holy Ghost. Meanwhile, a Pente- 
costal storm of blessing swept over 
the congregation with _ resultant 
praises. This was my first visit to 
Ireland, and it was interesting to note 
how the Irish people reacted when 
moved upon by God’s Spirit in such 
a mighty way. Traveling south through 
the Irish Republic (The Free State), 
we sailed for Wales and took a train 
on to London. About two weeks were 
spent there, visiting various assemb- 
lies and renewing acquaintance with 
old friends I had met there during 
my last visit to England before the 
late war. I am glad to report that 
all of them escaped with their lives, 
though some were bombed out of 
their homes. 


We crossed the English Channel by 
boat and traveled by train through 
Europe visiting Holland, Belgium, the

Grand Duchy of Luxemburg, France, 
Germany, and Austria. It was, indeed, 
a very great blessing to meet our 
Brother Lauster and his lovely family 
together with many others of our fine 
German people that I had met during 
my last visit to Germany. You will be 
glad to learn that all of our Church 
of God people escaped the ravages of 
war alive, with but one exception, 
though they suffered untold hard- 
ships. The Church in Germany is ris- 
ing up like a mighty spiritual giant, 
head and shoulders above its van- 
quished foes. When I visited the 
country seventeen years ago, Brother 
Lauster and I baptized the first seven- 
teen European converts that formed 
the nucleus of the present-day Church 
of God. Now we have members by 
the hundreds that belong to twenty- 
two congregations housed in churches 
that are a credit to the builders. Our 
greatest need over there now is trained 
ministers and workers to answer the 
many calls that are coming in. We 
have just finished building our finest 
church and Bible school, right in the 
midst of war ruins, where twenty- 
nine thousand people died during a 
bombing raid that lasted less than 
thirty minutes, according to reports. 
Pray that God will supply every need 
that arises in connection with this 
worthy work. 


After leaving Germany and Austria, 
crossing the Austrian and Julian Alps, 
the Tauern Express, on which we were 
traveling, disappeared behind the 
“Little Iron Curtain” of the commu- 
nist Federative People’s Republic of 
Jugoslavia where people are all eyes 
and ears, so to speak, and one has to 
be careful of his speech. We visited 
Slovenia, Crotia, Serbia and Macedo- 
nia enroute to Greece. It was a real 
blessing to have the privilege of going 
back over the route once traveled by 
the Apostle Paul during his preaching 
trips to Athens, Thessalonica, and 
Corinth. Climbing up the stone steps 
to the top of Mars Hill, I noticed that 
the Greeks had made a large rectan- 
gular-shaped metal plaque inscribed 
with Paul’s sermon, as recorded in 
Acts 17:22-3i. The plaque was con- 
veniently located, being cemented or 
bolted in place on the face of the 
rock; so that people going up and 
down the steps daily might read and 
take notice, though the Apostle him- 
self has been dead nearly two thou- 
sand years. 

We continued by train to Istanbul, 
(Constantinople) Turkey, where I 
spent three days as the guest of the 


American School of Languages and 
Commerce, run by the Y.M.C.A. From 
there, we crossed the Bosporus, by 
ferry, to Hyderapasha in Asiatic Tur- 
key, where another train was waiting 
to take us through Asia Minor to 
Aleppo, Syria, and Beirut, Lebanon. It 
took about ten days and nights to 
complete the trip through Europe and 
Asia Minor by train. The language 
barrier imposed quite a problem, to 
say nothing of the money exchange. 
For example, they changed languages 
and money about twelve times. We 
rode in third class on straight-backed 
seats in little compartments that ac- 
commodated eight people who sat fac- 
ing each other. Much of the time, 
we did not carry a dining car and 
could not get food or water. The train 
men never announce the stations, and 
one never knows where he is along 
the route traveled, unless he can read 
the language and sees the name of 
the town on the depot. It was in winter 
and was very cold, much of the time, 
with little or no heat and no drinking 
water available. It was a great ex- 
perience, though far from being a 
picnic. 

Wings Over Jordan to Jerusalem 

Wearied with the long train journey, 
I boarded a plane at Beirut, Lebanon, 
for the trip to Jerusalem, flying over 
the ancient city of Damascus, past 
the mountains of Lebanon, and down 
the Jordan Valley. It was a thrilling 
experience to look down on the Jordan 
River from the sky, and to come into 
old Jerusalem flying. I had entered 
the country by land routes on my three 
previous visits. Two months were spent 
in the Holy Land and Egypt. While 





On the way to Scotland aboard the S. S. 
Empress. 
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in the Hashemite Kingdom, of Jordan, 
I stayed most of the time with our 
missions representative and his family 
at Bethlehem. Brother George Kuttab, 
who has charge of the work at the 
present, is one of the finest Christian 
young men that I ever have met. I 
enjoyed going around with him, and 
hardly a night passed that we were 
not in service somewhere. He had 
meeting places opened in seven dif- 
ferent places located in and around 
Jerusalem and Bethlehem. 


On to Egypt Land with the Flying 
Arabs 


Like the rest of us, the Arab people 
have become air-minded and taken up 
with flying. I had bought a ticket 
from another airline, but the Arab 
Airways took it up and returned three 
Jordan Dinars (a little over eight 
dollars) and gave me a return ticket 
to Cairo, Egypt. We flew down in a 
chartered plane that had Bethlehem 
painted on its nose. Among our group 
was one Father Merlo, an elderly, 
bearded Roman Catholic priest from 
the Jerusalem patriarchy, an order of 
the priesthood that is next in rank to 
the Pope of Rome. In Cairo, we were 
guests of the Jerusalem Express with 
free lodging at the Victoria Hotel, one 
of the finest in the city. Moreover, 
they furnished us a free. limousine to 
ride around in during the three days 
we were lodged at the Victoria and 
took us on several sightseeing trips 
while I was waiting for Brother 
Boutros Labib, our Egyptian overseer, 
to come and take me on a missions 
tour of the country. Father Merlo and 
I shared a room together in Cairo. 
He appeared to be a fine old gentle- 
man, and I found out that we had 
more in common than I had thought, 
when it came to matters of religion. 
It was thrilling to fly down to Egypt 
over the Sinai Desert and across the 
Red Sea, following the route taken 
by Moses and the children of. Israel; 
but the greatest thrill was yet to come 
—that of meeting with hundreds of 
our Egyptian brethren in services, and 
seeing how God is pouring out his 
Spirit in the ancient land of the 
Pharaohs. We spent quite some time 
visiting the churches and missions in 
such cities as Cairo, Alexandria and 
Samalut. The greatest outpouring of 
the Spirit was manifested at our Cen- 
tral Mission in Dair El Jarnous where 
a continuous revival has been in pro- 
gress for forty-five years. The doors 
of the church have never been closed 
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since the work started, and Brother 
Labib is the only pastor they have 
ever had during these long years of 
service. I think he has made a record 
that is unequaled in modern missions 
history. During my last visit to Dair 
El Jarnous, I had baptized one hundred 
fifty-two men and boys in Joseph’s 
Canal, and when I returned, after an 
absence of eight years, about one hun- 
dred of them were on hand to wel- 
come me. During the five nights I 
preached there on this trip, about two 
hundred and twenty came to God. 
There were so many people crowded 
in and around the place we could 
not have a regular altar call. I left 
them crying and wringing their hands 
as they begged me to come back. You 
pray that I will be able to go back 
over there and spend some time with 
them, if it is the Lord’s will. It is 
trying on one to live with them, in 
native style, as their ancestors lived 
three thousand years ago. One has to 
go native while he is there as the town 
does not have a single restaurant or 
hotel. It is a rural work among the 
fellahin or small-time farmers where 
our greatest work is being done. 


The Return 


My original itinerary routed me 
back across the Pacific to California, 





thus completing another world-tour; 
but, on account of the trouble in For- 
mosa and Red China, I doubled back 
across the. Mediterranean and the 
Atlantic. We returned by Jerusalem 
and the Flying Arabs following the 
same route taken on the way down. 
From there, I crossed the line into 
Israel entering the new Jerusalem, 
in the Israeli Sector, by way of the 
Mandelbaum Gate. During my stay in 
the new city, I was lodged at the 
Y.M.C.A. and attended services in three 
different places. We do not have any 
Church of God work in Israel, but, 
as the Jews seem to be very interested, 
I see no reason why the missions there 
would not prosper if a start were made. 

The return trip was made on the 
11,000-ton S. S. Jerusalem, flagship of 
the Israeli passenger fleet, which 
crossed to Greece first and then skirt- 
ed the shores of Sicily and North 
Africa, sighting Tunisia and Algeria 
enroute. A short stop was made in 
Spanish Morocco after which we sailed 
past the world-famous Rock of Gi- 
braltar, sighting the coasts of Spain 
and Portugal at close range. We 
stopped two days in Nova Scotia, at 
the port of Halifax, before proceeding 
to New York, thus bringing to an end 
approximately twenty-two thousand 
miles of travel-miracles.
